Lewis read tho wording 
of tiie l st h amendment to support his 
definition of prohibition. Such ex- 
treme measures violate the right of 
equal rights for rich and poor. They 
only promote corruption. Illegality 
and opposition to '.lie law. "Forbidden 
fruit is sweet." 

Kulford described Canada as "an 
oasis In the great American desert." 
The state owes It to society to con- 
trol drinking ef alcoholic beverage-f. 
Psychologically, such unrestricted 
conditions arc antagonistic to the in- 
stincts of self-preservation, workman- 
ship, selt-ic^pect, and heme-muking.

NEARING THE END 

Matters of pressing importance not uncon- 
nected with examination room- are beginning 
to attract ;t belated attention from the editorial 
board of. this paper. Wiht a sigh of relief, and. 
wRhal, n feeling reluctance, we lay down I ho 
editorial typewriter to devote our time for the 
rest of the session to those subjects so dear to 
the hearts (when present) of examiners, and 
unfortunately so far removed from the sphere 
of newspaper activities. 

We have been aide to reflect In the pages 
.if the Daily during (lie year :. season of stu- 
dent activities that may be called successful— a 
good average year. Interest In student affairs 
damned as dying during the early part of the 
term, revived sufficiently to confound the pro- 
phets and enable the president of the Society to 
present his annual report without any qualms 
IS to the success of his regime. 

To the retiring president of the Society t he 
students owe a vote of thanks for the time and 
effort he has put into the duties of his office. 
The incoming president will find much of his 
work clearly laid out for him. although the hori- 
zon is already cloudy with approaching prob- 
lems. 

To the incoming editorial board of this 
paper wo extend our best wishes in the belief 
that under them the paper will have the most 
successful of eighteen years of effort. Many ex- 
periments that have been under fire have been 
proved out; and the organisation is. we feel, 
in a condition that justify high expectations. 
Concerning the constitutional changes in the 
paper, opinions that have reached us on the mat- 
ter from other Universities have been very 
laudatory to the University and the Students' 
Council. While wc do not think that there will 
he .-my great change In the matter of the edi- 
torial column, it should vive an increased seri- 
ousness to opinions expressed therein. 

The paper will make one more appearance 
next month to speed the graduating and to con- 
Sole the others. Till then we make our adieux. 



DECENTRALISATION 

Some attention has been given recently to 
the new policy of 'decentralisation.' A few years 
»ko much attention was directed to the policy of 
centralisation.' and a very successful president 
of the Council did a lasting work in promoting 
organisation with this centralisation as a basis. 

One would naturally wonder if this princ- 
iple had shown itself to be a failure or not. Par- 
adoxical as it may seem, the truth of the mat- 
ter seems to be that both are right in their own 
ivay. The difference lies in the fact that the ap- 
■ plication is different. 

It has been a proven fact that there must 
bo a centralisation of financial control, and a 
general correlation of effort through a sinnle 
central body if the best interests of the students 
are to be guarded. The fact that there is this 
control has another bearing, that it permits 
of larger and more ambitious undertakings on 
the pari of subsidiary organisations than they 
could otherwise undertake. It enables the re- 
sources of all of the societies to be mobilised at 
the point where they will, for the minute, In- 
most useful. 

The principle of decentralisation depends 
on the fact thai where the centre of interest is, 
there must the direct control be placed, In- 
terest is local, and the direct control must be 
local too. The perfect example of this is in the 
case of the undergraduate societies.. They form 
complete units, and for practical purposes it 
would be quite possible for the sicietics to be 
entirely separate, collecting separate and even 
dissimilar fees. There would certainly be no 
decline of student spirit. The probable result 
would be an intensified faculty spirit instead of 
a larger University spirit. 

A «situation such as this however, would 
weaken the individual society to an enormous 
extent. It would cut out altogether vhose organ- 
isations which call for concerted effort and 
large budgets. 

The ideal position is, evidently, between a 
complete çontralised control, and a split and 
weakened organisation wherein each society 
stands alone. That position, at the present 
lime, is pretty well the condition that we have 
at McGill at the present time. 

The control of the Council in financial 
matters, or a restrictive control where matters 
affecting a larger group than are concerned in 
the particular society, is fully recognised. This 
constitutes the centralised control. 

The new tendency is that of endeavouring

At the risk of becoming unduly personal, 1 
should like to here record that this decided advancement is 
largely due to the untiring efforts and enthusiasm of the 
retiring Président, Leon Shelly, lie has laid the foundations 
,'f what may in time become the leading camptil club. Tin 
Club lut now become one really worth belonging t". and 
the large turn 'out 1a«t fall was amply proof of tlii«. Next 
year, under a good executive, adopting a progressive policy, 
the club should br able to present more play, fur more 
nights i the- four nights for the "Insect Play' was a record 
in itself), for ttic training o{ the larger membership which 
is sure to be there. 

l-'or the club, the problem of adequate and proper di- 
rectors is probably the must pressing one. The goal towards 
which thry must work is to training directors ao.d stage 
technicians, as well as actors. Up to the prrsent litis has of 
course Ikcii impoiiibïc, hut there are indication» that in an- 
other year of two go-l talent will be available within the 
club to take care ol these department*.

About the Rente opinion It somewhat dlrided; loroe. 
claim th.it it was not tiotrcably superior to tliosc ot oilier 
y.,iv, personally I feel that it marked a distinct step t .r ■ 
ward in Revues, at least those of the past'four years. The 
music was Ix-tter than that oi many professional musical 
<howv— arid remember that those you sec in Montreal are 
the few real hits tlut emerge each >cason— while the dart- 
ing was excellent, thanks to long hours of work by 
Fir Is and the direct i' •n of Allan Murrav. Tin- *kit* 
not as feeble as tln^e of former years— Uiat is not .saving 
much, but it is something.— and while the staguig was not 
elaborate, due largely to financial considerations, it was by- 
no meant poor. 

In spite of this, however, it no >e<rct that there in 
grave doubt of t!>e continuance of the Revue. The chief 
reason is the childish rowdyism displayed on \hc Saturday 
night, this destroys wtia! litsie pleasure the cast gets out of 
the »Ik,w, it miii< the production for those who come to 
hear it. and not a lot ot semi- inebriated '»tuilents' - in the 
second balcony. Tin various mistlct thrown arc a positive 
dangei to the actots, and partnular ly to the dancers, and to 
the musicians. 

There are thou- who go for tie fun and noNr. w!io 
belittle the evil effects. They clamor for a rowdy theatre 
night aj of old This i» a)l very well: if they want to enjoy 
themselves at the proper plate and time no one will object, 
lull the point is that the Reive it not now produced to 
froi-iJc an excust for a binge. In fact, the idea of the es- 
tablishment of the Revu*, as »uch, svas to get away from 
the old Theatre night idea and to attempt t", produce a 
more or less worthwhile musical show. It will be regret- 
table if the Saturday night rowdyism forces the abandon 
ment of our origin;.! McGill show. 

Another point is tiie active faculty opposition to 
Resile, particularly as regards the participation of t' e v 
Just what particular objection is in litis direction is rallier 
difficult to see and the action ;een;s rather arbitrary and 
unjustifiable on the part of the authorities. There is the 
grurral objection o) the large amount of lime taken up, 
which is true up to a p-> ; nt; it applies, however to several 
other organisions. As a matter of fact, the very fact that 
the Revue is not a permanent oiganiratiou aggravates the 
evil. Much valuable time is lost every year, first ht the 
choosing of Use executive by the Students' Executive 
Council, and then U-causc of the rrlatise inexperience of the 
executive. 

The fact that the slww is original and that it supplie.', 
a field lacking in our local theatre are two point! in its 
favor: whether they will outweigh the objections is n 
serious problem. 

• » • • • 

And so wc come to the Choral Society. Tlieir produc- 
1i"::» arc likewise improving, and "H.M.S. Pinafore"' rank- 
ed with the. best presentations of Gilbctt and Sullivan thai 
1 have seen. This year they were very unfortunate in hav- 
ing to prriduce just before Christmas, notoriously a bad time 
;n the theatre, and also to tun up against the Influença 
epidemic. Hut beyond this, this wisdom of using a profes- 
sional theatre, with its rxhorbitaut charge», for such an es- 
sentially university piece of work seems doubtful to me. 1 
am aware that the executive has considered this question 
ca refill I) ; the main objection seems to lie the loss of pres- 
tige rnoving to a* smaller place like the Moysc Hall, and 
possibly the loss of revenue. As far as the pre-tige goes— 
Inisht Look at the Players' Club. And as far as the revenue 
goes, the Choral Society has never made money, which they 
would certainly have far more chance of doing by playing 
twice as many nights in the smaller place. And incidentally, 
the acoustics of Moysc Hall arc far better than those of 
most regular theatres. 

• • ♦ • 

Although perhaps a little out of the sphere of purely 
student activity wc must mention the excellent work of the 
Kngliih Department in the Hold of the drama In "Cammcr 
Gurton's Needle" last November, and "London Assurance" 
two weeks ago. much very promising talent was brought to 
light. 'If lc productions showed minute attention to detail in 
all departments, that is lacking in practically all amateur 
shows. The Department, in addition, is providing excellent 
training for tliosc interested in the various as-jiccls of the 
theatre, atid the number grows every year. 

• * • 

And so, briefly, our season at McGill has been a good 
one. We cannot say as much for the professional stage. 
Perhaps this has something to do with it. Whether or not, 
if a keen and awakened student interest have anything to 
do with it, next year should sec an even better, and a still 
more active, season in McGill's theatre.

Pcoplo realize the 
r.eed for pure water and safe milk, 
though perhaps some cities such as 
Montreal are rather slow t,j acknow- 
ledge this. 

Health is a condition that Impllou 
not only free,i„m from disease but 
the ability to do everything with 100 
per cent vitality. Public Health must 
1* supported not only by peculnary 
help from the community hut also 
with the help of the individual. Mod- 
ern conveniences have helped a great 
deal. When hath tubs were not so 
plentiful In a certain c ty in the 
United States tho use of them wa.i 
prohibited unions accompanied ay 
the doctor's certificate. 

Periodic health examination Is the 
most promising means by which per- 
sonal health troubles may be com- 
hatted, Those exam Illations would be 
l<eneflcial, for then disease would bo 
detected In their early stages and so 
cured, for n disease is most easily 
cured In lis primary stage. Individu- 
als would then be studied and correct 
methods of living would bo Installed. 
Mental factors would also be Im- 
proved and on the whole the com- 
munity and the health of the com- 
munity would be bettered.

Latham Speaks 
On Teaching Of 
English Tongue 

(Continued from page one) 
ISth century it provoked Addison to 
draw up a list of slang words In order 
to fix the standard of English, in this 
list lie Included "mob", t% Ipsle", and 
"fizz". Vet "mob" was accepted to- 
day as a [.roper word to use, while 
the other two words had passed out 
of the language. The truth was that 
the language was not fixed by lexico- 
graphers or grammarians, but by the 
common people. In our own .lay Un- 
common people had employed the 
word "stunt" and it had been found 
necessary to express a certain Idea. 
Those who deplored the use of slang 
should realize that the slang terms 
most often used quickly disappeared, 
for they became obsolete. They should 
have as much confidence In the future 
of the language as its past develop- 
ment had already justified. 

Men should observe good usage 
since too mucli slang offended its 
hearers. It waB not wdse to wander 
too far from the accepted paths for 
If wo wished to make, ourselves un- 
derstood, we must employ language 
which our hearers could appreciate. 
In conclusion tho speaker urged his 
audlcnco to pay attention to the past 
development of words Indicated In a 
good dictionary, and to their present 
development which illiterates, among 
others, were producing. By this means 
we would not becomo lax in our use 
of language but wo would acquire tho 
Christian vlrtuo of humility.
